Shipping  Instructions 

Customers  are  requested  to  state  how  stock  is  to 
be  shipped.  In  case  no  instructions  are  furnished  by 
a  customer,  we  will  exercise  our  best  judgment,  but 
will  not  be  responsible  for  damage  to  stock  which 
may  result  from  long  transit. 

Claims 

No  claims  will  be  entertained  unless  made  within 
10  days  of  receipt  of  goods.  When  shipments  are  in¬ 
jured  by  delays  in  transit,  claims  should  at  once  be 
made  against  transportation  company  by  consignee. 

Prices 

The  prices  in  this  catalog  include  packing  and  de¬ 
livery  to  the  local  express  or  freight  station.  In  the 
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case  of  Broadleaved  Evergreens  and  Azaleas  where 
they  are  shipped  with  balls  of  earth  the  price  in¬ 
cludes  careful  digging  and  burlapping. 

When  bulbs  or  ferns  are  ordered  in  small  quantities 
they  can  be  delivered  by  parcel  post  and  an  extra 
charge  of  10%  of  the  cost  of  the  plants  should  be 
added  to  cover  delivery  charges  east  of  the  Mississ¬ 
ippi  River  and  20%  on  orders  to  points  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River. 

No  shrubs  or  Rroadleaved  Evergreens  will  be 
delivered  by  parcel  post;  they  should  be  shipped  by 
freight  or  express. 

Five  of  any  one  variety  and  size  will  be  sold  at  the 
10  rate.  Thirty  or  more  of  any  one  variety  will  be 
sold  at  the  100  rate  where  the  100  rate  is  given. 

All  unknown  parties  should  send  remittance  with 
order.  Old  customers  will  be  extended  a  credit  to 
December  15,  at  which  time  all  bills  are  due. 

New  customers  wishing  to  open  accounts  should 
send  satisfactory  references. 

All  shipments  will  be  accompanied  by  Certificates 
of  Inspection,  both  Federal  and  State.

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FERNS 

Ferns  can  be  successfully  planted  in  the  autumn. 
If  planted  early  they  have  an  opportunity  to  be¬ 
come  well  established  before  freezing  weather,  mak¬ 
ing  them  in  fine  condition  to  start  growing  as  soon 
as  the  season  opens  in  the  spring.  It  is  always 
advisable  to  give  a  light  mulch  of  leaves  when  they 
are  planted  in  the  fall,  yet  care  should  be  exercised 
not  to  smother  the  roots,  which  often  causes  the  new 
crowns  to  rot  during  the  winter.

All  members  of  the  heath  family,  including  Broad¬ 
leaved  Evergreens  and  Azaleas,  require  a  soil  show¬ 
ing  an  acid  reaction.  Because  of  this  special  re¬ 
quirement,  many  sections  of  the  country  have  thus 
far  been  prevented  from  enjoying  the  beautiful 
display  furnished  by  Rhododendrons,  Kalmias  and 
Azaleas.  In  sections  where  the  soil  shows  an  alka¬ 
line  reaction,  gardeners  need  no  longer  despair,  these 
gorgeous  representatives  of  our  native  plants  can  be 
made  to  thrive. 

Prepare  the  soil  carefully  by  spading  thoroughly 
to  a  depth  of  12  or  15  inches,  then  place  a  layer  of 
Leaf  Mold  3  to  4  inches  thick  which  should  be  thor¬ 
oughly  worked  into  the  soil.
